Turner White 
and Orin Patterson are in Carthage, 
taking depositions in a suit to subject 
some mining property in J oplin to the 
pay ment of a judgment obtained in 
Chicago by Nels O. Hultberg against 
Peter H. Anderson, sa y s ^Wednesday ’s 
Springfield 
Leader. 
And 
thereby 


hangs a tale. 
The Swedish Ev angelical 
Mission 
Cov enant of America is a church lo­ 
cated in Chicago. As its name implies, 
the cov enant is a missionary enter­ 
prise. 
Among the mission fields 
to 
which it dev otes a great deal of a t­ 
tention is Alaska. 
Here at different 
mining camps and towns it has m is­ 
sion stations. 
At one of these sta tions Nels O. 
Hultberg was placed in 18 9.3. Here he 
labored faithfully for the cov enant un­ 
til 18 9 7 , when Peter H. Anderson was 
sent out a s a missionary tea cher to 


a ssist him. 


Now this Anderson, it seems, was a 


poor y oung man. 
He desired to be­ 


come a minister for the cov enant, and 


the cov enant paid for two y ears of his 


theological training. 
When he gradu­ 
ated he had no property ex cept his 
books, clothing and other similar items 
of personal property . 
For some reason the cov enant did 
not believ e Anderson would make 
a 
good minister, and recommended 
to 
him 
that he become 
a missionary 
teacher and serv e in Alaska. He read- 
ily y ielded to this suggestion, and his 
arriv al in Alaska in 18 9 7 was the re­ 
sult. 
Neither Hultberg nor Anderson re­ 
ceiv ed any fix ed salary , but they re­ 
ceiv ed annually a great amount of sup­ 
plies. 
Hultberg receiv ed goods which 
would cost about $1000 in America, 
and Anderson receiv ed goods to the 
v alue of $7 00. 
These supplies were 
not kept separate, but were stored to­ 
gether and kept in the name of the 
mission. 
At the prices prev ailing in 
Alaska, they were worth three or four 
tim es what it would take to replace 
them in America. 
That y ear, too, was the time 
the 
Alaskan gold fields were becoming so 
prominent, and the fev er got both 
Hultberg and Anderson, besides oth­ 
ers engaged in mission work in Alas­ 
ka. 
Between them, sev eral 
claims 
were staked out in different places, 
any ex penses necessita ted being paid 
from the store of mission supplies. 
! By purchase and by staking claims, 
Anderson came into possession of four 
or fiv e claims. 
One of these prov ed 


to be a v ery rich find. 
It is alleged that in the nex t few 
y ears Anderson cleared $400,000 or 
$500,000 from his mine. 
This he in­ 
v ested, part of it in property in Chi­ 
cago, which was deeded to his wife, 
part in some J oplin mines, and other 
parts in v arious mining companies and 
enterprises. 


Now all the profits in these con­ 
cerns Anderson used himself, 
and 
claimed the mine his personal and 
priv ate property . 
The cov enant 
in 
Chicago, howev er, began to ca st 
a 
jealous ey e upon his rich buildings, 
and was considering the adv isability 


01 instituting suit against Anderson to 
recov er the property , when he wrote 
to the cov enant, and, in a v ery sanctl-1 
monioiis letter, promised to make a 
donation of $50,000 to the cov enant for 
purposes named by him; but in 
a 
postscript he added that he aad heard 
the cov enant was about to institute 
t a ga inst him, and his gift was con­ 
ditional upon their promise to release 
him from all further obligations. The 
cov enant considered the proposition, 
and finally agreed to release Anderson 
for a nominal fee of 
$1, whereupon 
Anderson made a donation to the cov e­ 
nant of $50,000. 


Later, howev er, the cov enant decid­ 
ed they w’ere entitled to all the prop- 
I erty , and that their release was giv en 
to Anderson under 
fa lse pretenses. 
They therefore made Hultberg 
their 
trustee, and, acting for them, he in­ 
stituted suit in the Cook county , Illi­ 
nois, circuit court, for the recov ery of 
all the property and money of Ander­ 


son. 
The ca se was finally left to a 
board of arbitration to decide. 
The board, after hearing the ev i­ 
dence, decided that the cov enant was 
entitled to ev ery thing asked, and gav e 
their award to it 
Anderson appealed 
the ca se to the supreme court, which 
affirmed the decision of the lower 
court, and awarded Hultberg, for the 
cov enant, a judgment against Ander­ 
son for all his property , personal and 
real. 
Anderson had, 
howev er, 
inv ested 
most of his money in way s hard for 
the courts to reach. He bought a row 
of flats in Chicago, which were deeded 
to his wife. 
He organized the W hite 
Star Mining company , of California, 
to which he sold all his mining inter­ 
ests in Alaska. He, howev ' r, retained 
ah but three of the 500 shares of the 
company . 
He also bought ¿ ome min­ 
ing property at J oplin. 
Anderson also had a confederate, a 
Dr. C. W. J ohnson, of Chicago. 
Dr. 
J ohnson organized 
the W hite Star 
Mining company , of Illinois, and An­ 
derson transferred all of his stock in 
the California company to J ohnson. 
When the final judgment in the su­ 
preme court was 
rendered 
against 
him, Anderson disappeared, and 
has 
not been seen since. 
His wife and 
family liv e In one of the Chicago flats, 
and are said to linow of his wherea­ 
bouts; but the Chicago property and 
the W hite Star Mining company are 
in the hands of a receiv er, who turns 
the income ov er to the cov enant. 
It is in order to subject the mining 
property in J oplin to sa tisfy this judg­ 


ment that Messrs. W hite and Patter­ 
son hav e been employ ed. 
They will 
spend Friday in J oplin in the Interests 
of their client.

seized it, and tried to pull him self on 
it to the building opposite, only to fall 
when half-way , a mangled corpse, to 
the street below—because of unneces­ 
sary delay . W ill y ou not, before It is 
too late, surrender y our heart to J esus 
in the sentim ent of these words? 
“ O, to grace how, great a debtor 
Daily I’m constrained to be. 
Let Thy goodness like a fetter 
Bind my wandering heart t# thee. 
Prone to wander. Lord, I feel It; 
Prone to lea v e the God I lore. 
Here’s my heart, 
O, take and sea l it; 
Seal it for thy courts abov e.”
